
RESOLUTION NO. 20080925-081

BE IT RESOLVED BY THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF AUSTIN:

That the City Council approves funding a variety of programs in the

Holly Street Neighborhood, including recreational and educational

opportunities for children and neighborhood improvements in an amount not

to exceed $ 1,000,000, and authorizes Austin Energy to negotiate and execute

such contracts with each recipient entity as are reasonable, necessary or

required to accomplish the purposes of this funding, and

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED:

That the Holly Good Neighbor Program funds for FY 2008-2009 be

allocated the same as in FY 2006-2007 and FY 2007-2008, as follows

• $550,000 to the Neighborhood Housing and Community Development

for the Holly Neighborhood Home Rehabilitation Program,

• $100,000 to the Austin Police Department to maintain a walking beat in

the Holly Neighborhood,

• $100,000 for the Holly Neighborhood Grants Assistance Program

managed by Austin Energy,

• $50,000 for after-school programs,

• $50,000 for a grant writer,

• $50,000 for CIP projects, and

• $100,000 for cultural arts projects



BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED:

That the City Council allocates $67,500 from the remaining FY 2007-

2008 funds as follows.

• $7500 to Bravo Entertainment for "Rock y Roll Dia 2008" to be held at

the Mexican American Cultural Center in November 2008

• $10,000 to Humanitarians Engaged in the Arts for Respectful Dialogue

for the "Las Nubes of Hope" chanty concert to be held on October 17,

2008.

• $50,000 from the Capital Improvements Pioject allocation within the

Holly Good Neighbor Program to the Central Austin Youth League for

improvements to the Concession Stand and Bathrooms
